Darwlu say s In “The Formation of 
Vegetab le Mold:’* “If a man b ad to 
plug up a small cy lindrical hole witb 
such ob jects as leaves, petioles or 
twigs he would drag or push them in 
b y their pointed ends, b ut if these ob ­ 
jects were very thin relatively to the 
size of the hole he w ould prob ab ly in­ 
sert some b y their thicker or b roader 
end. 
The guide in his case would b e 
intelligeuce.” 
He then goes on to 
show b y reports of actual experiments 
that this is the method pursued b y 
earthworms. 
Not only do they adap t 
the leaves of the trees of their own 
country to their needs, b ut the leaves 
of foreign trees are dealt with In a 
similar way . 
The following words of 
Mr. 
Darwin 
are 
rem arkab le. 
“If 
worms are ab le to judge, either b efore 
drawing or after having drawn an ob ­ 
ject close to the mouths of their b ur­ 
rows, how b est to drag it in, they 
m ust acquire some notion of its gen­ 
eral shape. 
This they prob ab ly ac­ 
quire b y touching it in many places 
with the anterior extrem ity of their 
b odies, which serves, as a tactile or­ 
gan. 
“It may b e well to rememb er how 
perfect the sense of tquch b ecomes in 
a man when b orn b lind and deaf, as 
are worms. 
If worms have the powe~ 
of acquiring some notion, however 
rude, of the shape of an ob ject and of 
their b urrows, as seems to b e the case, 
they deserve to b e called intelligent, 
for they then act in nearly the same 
manner as would a man under sim ilar 
circumstances.”

fraction and softer, mellower colors.—
